(2)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Nine  Hundred 
and  Twelve  Dollars  ($2,912.00)  and  pay  such  sum 
into  the  Aeronautical  Fund,  (if  the  vote  on  No.  2  is 
in  the  affirmative,  pass  over  No.  3;  if  the  vote  on 
No.  2  is  in  the  negative)

In  January,  we  had  two  outbreaks  of  a  Communicable 
Disease  in  the  community,  but  with  persistant  screening, 
and  education  we  were  finally  able  to  bring  them  under 
control.  I  am  sure  it  is  now  evident  to  those  involved,  that 
only  by  being  conscientious  in  following  out  the  recom- 
mended treatment  can  this  problem  be  brought  under  con- 
trol, and  thereby  protecting  the  remainder  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Sabin  immunizations  were  received  by  3  pre-school 
children,  152  school  children,  and  91  adults  during  the 
year. 

In  June,  13  children  attended  the  Well  Child  Conference. 
The  Pediatric  Cardiology  Clinic  in  Lancaster  was  visited 
by  1  child,  and  2  children  attended  the  Orthopedic  Clinic 
in  Berlin,  1  child  attended  the  Pediatric  Clinic  in  Littleton, 
and  also  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  commend  this  com- 
munity for  again  promoting  the  School  Dental  Program, 
and  I  hope  this  summer  we  can  establish  such  a  program 
for  the  Pre-school  children.
